Favors For the Rich. 

It is one of the favorite platitmles of 
the advocatea of the new constitution 
that the bantling of the UK) wise men is 
the constitution of the neople, tliat it al- 
lows no man or s«-t of men an advantage 
over any other within the Common- 
wealth. If this were so it would, in 
truth, he a tribute to the impartial spirit 
animating the organic law under w hiih 
it ia pioposed we shall all live. Hut iloes 
the instrument ita«*lf justify this boast 

I.a?t us see 1 “The general assembly may 
authorize any incorporated city or town 
to exempt luaniifactiiring estahlishnieuts 
from juuniripal taxation, fur a period not 
exceeding tlve years, aa an inducement 
to their Iwation.” Thus reads the con- 
cluding paragraph of .Section 17'i. 

The coniiministic howl against capital 
and corporations has lieen and continues 
to he the battle cry of the pro imistitu- 
tionista. K<|uality in taxation is their 
supposed high tower of argument. The 
subjection of cor(iorate property to the 
same rate at taxation paid hy individual 
property is their buckler and shield. 
How false, how Imlluw, how insincere ia 
the pretense that the welfare of the jieo- 
ple is the great aim and en<I of the con- 
stitution, we have endeavored to show 
in previous articles. 

Great manufacturing estahlishments 
under the inanagement of shrewd in- 
I'orporators, with an almost unlimited 
supply of capitsl, able to take care of 
their own interest, long since passed 'he 
period of infancy, nee<ling no aid from 
the government, are to lie ma<l« the es- 
pecial |>ets and favorites of the state and 
exempted from (laying munici|>al tax for 
live years. There is no provision that 
the humble artisan, the mechanic, the 
blacksuiitli, the tailor, the shoemaker 
may have a like privilege. He may lie 
a worthy and intelligent citizen. His lit- 
tle industry may lie advantageous to the 
community. He may have around him 
a growing' family (iromiaing fair to lie- 
come good men an<l women. He may 
ply his trade with zeal, and deal honest- 
ly hy his patrons. .An exemption from 
taxation for tive years, or for even one 
year, might be of material advantage to 
him. Blit unless he amounts to the dig- 
nity, the wealth, the power, the influ- 
ence of a MANrrM'ri'KiNo sstahlish* 
MENT the State has no use for him. Kvea 
the town in whb-h he Uvea, though its 
authorities might desire to do so, is for- 
bidden the privilege of giving him an 
exemption.
